WIGS, DENTURES AND EXPORTS 


As might have been expected, certain exporters of British 
goods are finding it difficult to make sales in Canada and 
are inclined to blame Canadians for the poor state of trade. 
One gentleman even writes to the London Recorder from the 
motor manufacturing city of Coventry to say: “The high-level 
‘wage basis of Canada, built up on the abnormal conditions 
of wartime, requires us to take her products at high prices, 
but she wants to buy from us at low ‘prices to compete with 
American dumped products—an impossible position. 


Against this generality from Britain may be placed some 
specific information from a Canadian exporter of copper. Raw 
copper, he says, is sold to the British government buying agen- 
cy at 18 cents a pound, the same price it which it is available 
to a Canadian user. But the British users 6f copper cannot 
buy it except from the government, and when he does so he 
finds that the price he had to pay is 23% cents. (Both quo- 
tations are of about the middle of May).° 


Presumably the extra 54 cents paid by the British manu- 


facturer goes toward meeting the césts of ‘such things as wigs. ' 


and false teeth and medical services provided for British 
citizens under their social security plans; but the amount also 
must be recovered from the prices of goods of which copper is 
a component. ;

Crop Picture Brightens 

Current crop conditions in. Western 
Canada have been causing anxiety in 
Ottawa for some time. But at the be- 
ginning of the week the Bureau of 
Statistics reported in a second of a 
series of eight telegraphic reports on 
crop condition throughout Canada, 
that the timely rains over wide areas 
have brought average precipitation in 
the Prairies back close to normal. 

But lack of rain, drifting soil, frost 
and grasshoppers had plagued crops. 

Despite improvement “in rainfall, 
plenty of rain still will be needed dur- 
ing the growing season to produce sat- 
isfactory crops in large parts of Al- 
berta, east-central Saskatchewan and 
a few parts of Manitoba, 

Grasshoppers, too are hatching | in 
large numbers, especially in eastern 
Saskatchewan, but there has been no 
estimate of damage. 

By the week's end, however, the pic- | 
ture looked somewhat brighter, with 
reports of rain and several showers 
during the week over widespread re- 
gions. ; 


To Deport Spy 

The appeal against departation by 
36-year-old Dimitri Leschenko, alleged 
Red spy, has been dismissed. 

Resourees Minister Gibson, in an- 
nouncing the dismissal, said Leschen- 
ko, ordered by Moscow to work his 
way into Western democratic intelll- 
gence, “admitteq during a board of 
inquiry held. ‘by the immigratioy _-r- 
vice that he had been a Sovie. soy 
who operated behind German lines 
and later in British occupied territory. 

Leschenko entered Canada about a 
year ago posing as a displaced person. 
He was arrested last ‘April while work 


ing in @ Calgary flour mill and taken | 


to Winnipeg, where he was. handed 
over to migration authorities, 

“Careful inquiry failed to reveal why 
he should be allowed to remain in Can 
ada," Mr, Gibson said in a statement. 
“Deportation is being effected because 
of misrepresentation connected with 
his entry to this coyntry.” 

Seamen's Union Dusted 

Climax to the drawn-out seamen’s 
labor dispute came at the end of the 
week, A special three-man committee 
of the Trades and Labor Congress ex- 
ecutive with extraordinary powers 
suspended ‘the 6,000-member Canadian 
Seamen's Union, 

But the committee made clear that 
its decision did not automatically pave’ 
the way for admiésion to the Congress 
of the rival Seafarers’ International 
Union (A.F\L.). 

Suspension of the C.8S.U, will come 
up for review at the Congress’ annual 
convention next September. Suspen- 
sion then may be lifted, extended, or 
turned into outright expulsion. 

The committee grew out of a dis- 
pute between the Congress and the 
anti-Communist group of the Congress 
led by Frank Hall, Montreal rail, union’ 
head, It was given full power to deal 
with dispute, by the Congress execu- 
tive after a meeting in Cleveland, O..,. 
between the A.F.L. eexcutive, tad T.L. 
C. executive and the Hall group.. 

The C.8.U. has been on strike for 
nine weeks against operators of deep- 
sea shipping on the East coast who 
have been trying to man their vessels 
with 8.1.U. crews. 

More’ U.S. Capital 

And Germany’s economic future is 
reported to have Canadian trade ex- 
petts guessing—and a little worried 
teo. It's all over the current policy of 
bilateral trade followed by. European 
countries—a policy brought on by a 
shortage of dollars. Canada will not 
enter bilateral trade agreements. 

Canadian exports to Germany are 
mounting and there is no sign of them 
levelling off.

FEED SELDOM KILLS POULTRY 

Experience shows that nearly all 
samples of-feed thought by users to 
have killed chickens, prove on labora- 
tory examination.by the Dominion De- 
partment ef Agrculture to he perféctly 
harmless. 

The first impulse of many ‘ poultry- 
men, when sefious losses occur in 
their flocks, is to suspect the feed and 
submit a sample for examination. 
This course of action seldom br 
a solution, as more frequently he 
cause is disease. The proper course, 
and the immediate one, is to have a 
poultry pathologist examine a_ few 
affected birds while they are alive or 
goon after death. 

When feeds are found to be the 
cause, it is almost always a deficiency 
in the ration used, rather than harm- 
ful ingredients, It is recognized of 
course, that diets for poultry are 
sometimes deficient in vitamin A or 
D riboflavin or manganese, which may 
affect the health of the birds, but such 
health changes do not occur overnight 
and an observant poultryman “will 
notice these changes before they reach 
serious proportions. 

In a great many cases the feed is 
changed when there is an outbreak of 
disease or some mortality in the flock 
and when the condition is corrected, 
the original feed is blamed, and the 
new one praised. This is not neces- 
| sarily tgue; as in a number of cases the 
disease has run its course and there 
could have been the same number of 
survivors on the original feed. With 
coccidiosis, for example, the serious 
cycle of the disease runs for about 
five days and most birds which do not 
succump during that period will re- 
cover on the original feed. 

Too much stress cannot be placed 
on the recommendation that poultry 
raisers get the advice of qualified men 
immediately any adverse change is 
noted in the flock, rather than exper- 
iment with feed—which is rarely the

Reliance, a high quality bearded 
variety, ripens at practically the same 
time as Marquis, is less subject to 
shattering than Red Bobs, and is a 
heavy yielder. 

Marquis, is well known to most 
farmers aw it has been the standard 
variety in Southern Alberta for many 
years. While the varieties mentioned 
above outyield it slightly it is still 
very useful in many districts, as it 
will withstand the wind and wet har- 
vesting weather better than other 
wheats. 

Rescue, on account of its sawfly re- 
sistance, is the best variety to grow 
where sawflies are prevalent.

ACT HELPS’ AGAINST 
SPREADING WEEDS «*~ 

In the Regulations under the Dom: 
inion Seed Act, dodder, field bindweed 
hoary cress, leavy spurge and Rys- 
sian knapweed are designated as Pto- 
hibited Noxious weeds. 

Fortunately these weeds are not 
found in Canada except in very res- 
tricted areas, says: Arthur Dumais, 
Associate Chief (Seeds), Plant Pro- 
ducts Division, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. They consti- 
tute such a menace to agriculture that 
every effort is made to prevent their 
distribution. 

Penalties are provided under the 
Seeds Act for selling or advertising 
seed which contains these weed seeds.
